The facta or the last hundred years 
show that he is steadily getting this lar- 
ger share— except when tbe money sys- 
tem goes wrong. 

This is what the United Slates census 
says about that: 

In 1800 our rectories made 11.8*5,000, ■ 
000 product, and paid *37N,00O.00O wages, 
or 20 per cent, or product. 

In 1870 they made *4. 282, 000, 000 pro- 
duct, and paid f 773,000.000 wages, or 18 
per cent. 

In 1830 they made W.SCO.OOO.OOO pro- 
duct, aud paid 1947,000.000 wages, or 18 
per cent. 

In 1890 they made 19,872,000.000 prod- 
utt, and paid 12. 171.000,000 wages, or 24 
per cent 

This does not tell the whole story. 
Most or the value or product is labor valuei 
These flgurea or product count the ma- 
terial several times— the cotton, the cot- 
yarn, the cotton cloth; and the wa- 
ges only once. But the proportions re- 

ain the same. 

These flgurea show that in 1880 work- 
ers received only one flflh of the product; 
in 1890 nearly a quarter of the product. 

In cotton mills the hands can buy 
nearly twice aa many yards or sheeting 
with their week's wages as they could 
have bought with their week's wages 
thirty years ago. 

Let each workman reckon bow much 
be can buy with his week's wagea today 
or what he helps to make. Then let him 
reckon tbe figures when he first began to 
work. In almost every case he will find 
that prices have gone down more than 
wages s that low prices have meant high 
wages. 

Thlt is because medern appliances have 
helped the worklngman to make more 
product with lesa work. In 1880 a co'. 
ton mill hand worked fourteen hours a 
day to produce 4.000 yard* a year. 
IbttO la ten hours a day hit product was 
rer 80.000 yards a year ] 
The worklngman ia the >ery last man

It may be of interest to those who have been deluded 
by the misleading and sometimes false statements of Mr. 
Bryan's speeches to see how wide of the facts they are and 
how completely they are impeached by official statements. 
To this end, both to supply the reader with answers to his 
specious statements and to show their misleading and decep- 
tive character, some attention will be given during the next 
few days to certain of the statements of his public addresses. 

"If you think you have hard times, what would it be if 
these same influences succeeded in driving India to a gold 
standard, if they should succeed in suspending the free coin- 
age of silver in India?" — Toledo Speech. 

Free coinage of silver in India was suspended in 1893, 
and is still suspended. This action was taken on the recom- 
mendation of a commission on the currency, appointed on the 
recommendation of the Council of the Government of India. 
The Mints of India were closed to silver on June 26th, 1893, 
with the avowed purpose of eventually establishing a single 
gold standard. They still remain closed to silver, no silver 
coins except small fractional currency having been coined at 
the Mints of India during the years 1894-95, most of this be- 
ing recoinage of uncurrent coins and foreign coin. 

"Wage-earners know that while a gold standard raises 
the purchasing power of the dollar, it also makes it more diffi- 
cult to obtain possession of the dollar." — Madison Square 
Garden Speech. 

The report of the Committee of the United States Sen- 
ate, of which his silver associate, Senator Jones of Nevada, 
was a member, and whose report is accepted by all parties as 
accurate, shows that the earnings of labor have steadily in- 
creased since 1873, the date at which he claims the United 
States went to a gold standard. The report of the Aldrich 
Committee shows the average wages of labor in 1891 were 
materially higher than they were in 1873 when the figures for 
that date are reduced to a gold basis, while the dollars now 
earned will buy on an average 25 per cent, more than they 
did then.

WABinwoTOW, Oct. 19.— Secretary Lv 
•mont will Monday transmit to the sec- 
retary of the treasury his estimates ot 
japproprlstions required by the war de- 
1 partment for the next fiscal year. The 
aggregate ig «A3. 873,688. 

The estimate for the running expenses 
of the war office In Washington Is $1,- 
464,238, showing a reduction in the an- 
nual expenses for salaries and contin- 
gencies In that office of Wil,9Vi from 
the estimates of four years ago. The 
other estimates lu detail are as fol- 
lows: Pay of the army as fixed by 
law,ll3,533,880;subs!stenceo/ the army, 
81,650,837; quartermaster's supplies, 
83,300,000; incidental expenses of the 
army, 8600,000; barracks and quarters, 
Including hospitals, SMy.OOO; shooting 
ranges, 825,000; cavalry and artillery 
horses, 8130,000; army transporta 
tion, 83,500,000; clothing, 81,100.000; 
medical supplies, SUO.OOO; ordnanoe 
department, 81,131.000; military acad- 
emy, 8521.812; arsenals, 8130,796; mili- 
tary posts, national ccmeterys and na- 
tional parks, 81.558.380; national sol- 
diers' homes, H,44S,814j artificial limbr 
for soldiers of the lato war, $191,000; 
public buildings and ground in Wash- 
ington, $139,992; miscellaneous items, 
8402,000; rivers and harbors.

ing unable to say what sum will bo re- 
quired by future contracts for which 
authority exists. The estimate for 
fortifications and sea coast de'e ises 
has been increased to 815,833,827. In 
this connection Secretary Lam >nt 
makes a statement of the condi- 
tion of this work, the advances 
that have been made, and the results 
that can be secure 1 by the increased 
appropriation which ho asks. This 
show* that on the 1st of July, 1893. but 
one modern gun had been placed in po- 
sition. On the 1st of duly, 1897, there 
will have been completed defenses with 
armament as fol.ows: 

Thirteen 13-inch guns, 87 10-inch, 8

«ver a Million Founds of It Boid la Eos- 
land In tae K»rly Kali.

And he sent 
word to John C. Calhoun, not by public 
proclamation, but in private— they had 
been good friends before; he said "You 
tell John C. Calhoun that If he persists in 
this treasonable advtce to his state, by the 
Eternal, I will hang him higher than 
Hainan."

Invaded With From Four to Sev- 
en Thousand New Recruits. 



Aguierre Reported to Be Marehlng 
With Strong Force From Janice 

To Oml and Conduct Koderlgori 



Nkw York, Oct 10. 
Herald from Havana, 

Sunday morning's reports indicate 
that while Capt, Gen Weyler's atten- 
tion ia centered In Maceo's movements 
in the west, Gomez'a advance columns, 
under Mayia Roderiguei. Habi. Quin- 
dan Banda and Pancho Carrillo, are 
langhing- at the central trocha and 
have swept across Santa Clara province

Roderiffuez is now encamped north 
of Alfonso XII., near the lino of 
Havana province. Aguierre is report- 
ed to be marching with a strong force 
from Janice to greet and conduct him 
westward through southern Havana, 
the supposed plan being to attack the 
western trocha south of Artemisa, be- 
fore the Spanish general, (Gonzalez 
Munoz, can engage Maceo at Cacara 
Cara. 

Cullxto Oarcia and Avelino Rosa, 
with rebel troops are said to bo now 
menacing Puerto Principe city, moving 
west from Cascoro by irregular 
marches toward Ciego de Avlla. 

The Herald's correspondent at Ciegc 
de Avila reports that a party of 
400 Insurgents crossed the cen- 
tral trocha near, Jagua on the 
morning of the 8th, under e 
sharp fire from the Spanish forts. The 
rebels moved rapidly westward. It is 
believed that Robiz's column is follow- 
ing up the invasion in Santa Clars 
simultaneously with Roderiguez's en- 
try into Matanzas province.
